Nixon Urging 
Rearmed Japan 


Veep Says U.S. 'Made Mistake' 
In Ordering 1946 Disarmament 


TOKYO LB—U. S. Vice President 
Richard Nixon, in a bold bid for 
a rearm ed Japan, said today that 
the United States “ m ade a m istake 
in 1946“ when it ordered destruc­ 
tion of the rem nants of Japanese 
ipnilitary m ight. 
Nixon’s 
dram atic 
review 
of 
Am erican policy first startled, 
then obviously pleased some 700 
top Japanese leaders. There was 
quick praise from Japanese who 
long have insisted dem ilitariza­ 
tion was a costly m istake. 
“ We m isjudged the intentions of 
Soviet lead ers” at the end of World 
W ar II, Nixon told the influential 
Japan-A m erica Society. 
Since then, he said, “ the threat 
iro m the Com m unist nations—with 
the threat centered 
in 
Moscow” 
has prevented the free world from 
living in peace. 
“ It is because we w ant peace 
and believe in peace,” Nixon add- 
ed, “ that we (the United States) 
have rearm ed since 1946 and we 
believe that Jap an and other na­ 
tions should share the sam e respon­ 
sibility.

In Korea Peace Talks 


PANMUNJOM LB—The Com m u­ 
nists said today they w ant neutral 
nations seated at the Korean peace 
conference only as observers. U. S. 
envoy A rthur Dean said the pro­ 
posal “ could offer a very fruitful 
basis for further negotiations.” 
Dean indicated Ute North Ko­ 
rean and Chinese diplom ats have 
m ade a “ prepared concession” 
and now appear to be aw aiting 
further instructions. 
There w ere growing indications 
th at a com prom ise rrrrv be reach ­ 
ed on tho thorny issue of inviting 
neutrals to the peace c o n feren ce- 
biggest issue to be settled in the 
prelim inary peace talks. 
Dean is spokesm an for 16 United 
Nations and South Korea, all of 
which have voiced

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Allied Intelligence Agents 
Locked In Battle In Germany 
FRANKFURT, Germany UP)—Al­ 
lied intelligence men are deep in 
a constant espionage war which 
knows no international boundaries 
and is fought for the most part in 
secret. 
It is a savage conflict. The Rus­ 
sians spew out spies regardless of 
losses in their efforts to pierce the 
security of the West. 
Only the big cases reach the 
public. 
The Russian atom spy ring in 
Canada started it. Just recently, 
Rudolph Roessler, m aster Russian 
spy, was netted in Switzerland. 
Norway’s 
security 
battle 
flared 
into the open this week with the 
arrest of five persons in a Soviet 
spy roundup. 
In the background, a network of 
intelligence specialists in Western 
Europe quietly pushes the fight. 
It is a campaign fought on such 
strange fields as a grimy coffee 
house in Munich, a sleazy back 
alley in Frankfurt or a DP camp 
in I Jesse. For West Germany is 
the core of Soviet espionage activ­ 
ity. 
* 
Professional spies, cynical dou­ 
ble agents and the betrayed make 
up the forces of the east. Trained 
agents, 
skillfull 
policemen 
and 
counterespionage services fight for 
the West. 
Russia 
relies 
heavily 
on 
the 
“ shotgun’' method of picking spies. 
1 It draws heavily from its satel­ 
lites, using bribes or threats to en­ 
list recruits. Many have only hasty 
training or none at all. But they 
have eyes to see and ears to hear 
and that’s what the Russians want. 
A spy trial in Munich early in 
the cold war showed up the Rus­ 
sian hand. Of a dozen arrested, 
only one was listed as a “ class 
five'’ or top agent. The rest were 
anxious to make a little money, or 
I had been coerced into spying. Their 
bosses had hoped one or more 
would obtain valuable data. 
Their job was to note airfield ac­ 
tivity, types of airplanes, strength 
of

units.

He made copious notes 
on any and all military activity he 
saw. He got 20 years in prison.

The Soviets are callous about 
them. If they are caught, a new 
batch is sent in.

WHEN JOHN NANCE GARNER was re- j 
tired to private life by Roosevelt in 1941— 
when tho latter took on Wallace as his Vice 
President—after 38 years in Congress and 
the vice presidency, he announced that he 
would not make public political statements 
in the future.

world. It is the juvenile problem.

SECOND TRILLION 
IT IS INTERESTING TO NOTE that 
committees of Congress are now working 
on the second trillion dollars of national 
appropriations since 1872. Statistics for the 
years before 1872 are not readily available, 
but were relatively insignificant, although 
they included Civil War expenditures. 
During the 81 intervening years appro­ 
priations have totaled $1,162 trillion. More 
than half of this total was appropriated 
during the last IO years. At the present 
rate of expenditures, Congress will have j 
appropriated the second trillion dollars by 
1967. 
Americans weren t billion conscious until 
1908, when congressional appropriations 
first exceeded that mark. They have never 
fallen below it since. Now many observers 
are saying they will never drop below $60 
billion a year. 
Involved in future appropriations is the 
buying power of money. Should the dollar 
be maintained at its present value, appro­ 
priations probably will ride along near the 
present figure, except in case of war. But 
if the value of the dollar continues to de-j 
cline, Congress may in years to come ap-1 
propriate hundreds of billions in a session, j 
A trillion-dollar Congress would not then j 
be an impossibility.

Harry Dexter White was not a top man 
in the great conspiracy to infiltrate t h e 
government. Because of his extraordinary 
ability, he rose to a high position in the 
United States Treasury.

“The American people do not yet realize 
that they are in the first stage of a revolu­ 
tion. . 
It will be recalled that William A. Wirt, 
an educator of Gary, Indiana, exploded af­ 
ter a party in which the plans to rn a k e 
Roosevelt “the Kerensky” of the American 
revolution were discussed. This was in 
1934. Wirt was ridiculed and literally 
hounded to death. 
It can be said without possibility of error 
that if an honest investigation of Wirt’s 
data had been made at the time, neither 
Alger Hiss nor Harry Dexter White could 
have become so important in our affairs.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Age and Heart of Diabetic 
Influence Insulin Regimen 


ly HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, BLD. 
THE stabilization of the dia­ 
betic person on an in su lin - 
treated, low-sugar diet is a stand­ 
ard procedure once the disease 
has been diagnosed. 
However, the standard proce­ 
dure must be interrupted by fur­ 
ther calculations, if the diabetic' 
person is aged or suffers from a 
heart condition. In this case, the 
excess sugar is needed by the 
heart in an emergency, and true 
stabilization of the diabetic can­ 
not be made. 
Diabetes is caused by a lack of 
a horm one known as insulin 
which is given off by the pan­ 
creas gland. When not enough 
insulin is produced, sugar or car­ 
bohydrates cannot be properly 
utilized by the body. The exces­ 
sive amount of sugar in the blood 
stream and body can usually be 
controlled by diet and insulin. 
However, the higher incidence of 
heart disease in diabetic persons 
than in others must be consid­ 
ered here. 
Insulin, which is a life-saving 
drug to the diabetic, has no bad 
effect on the normal heart. In 
fact, it is believed that insulin 
helps ward off some of the heart 
damage that may occur with dia­ 
betes. It helps prolong the life of 
a diabetic person by preventing 
many of the heart and blood ves­ 


sel complications of the disease. 
With Heart Disease 
While it is thus helpful to the 
diabetic with a normal heart con­ 
dition, insulin can be quite dan­ 
gerous for the diabetic with heart 
disease. For this reason, heart pa­ 
tients with diabetes are not put 
on as strict a regimen as a dia­ 
betic without a heart condition. 
It has been shown that large 
doses of insulin given by the doc­ 
tor to a person with heart disease 
actually prove harmful to the 
heart. 
Although diabetes In the young 
should be controlled very strictly 
with insulin, it is now believed by 
many that older patients, as well 
as severe heart patients with dia­ 
betes, should not be given this 
wonderful hormone to the point 
where the sugar is strictly con­ 
trolled. They should be allowed a 
little sugar in excess in order to 
combat the effects of the sugar 
level going too low since too low 
blood sugar can cause severe 
heart damage. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
Mrs. V. E. M.: What is the nor­ 
mal blood count for a woman? 
Answer: The norm al blood 
count, for the average woman is 
from four to four and a half mil­ 
lion for the red blood count, and 
from six to ten thousand for the 
white blood count.

Needs In Ohio 


Major Thoroughfares 
To Be Designated By 
Special State Agency 


EDITORS NOTE: Next year 
about 90 million dollars will be 
spent on major thoroughfares 
in Ohio. In a two-part series,

COLUMBUS, Ohio UPV—How’ do 
you go about deciding which state 
highways should be major thor- J 
oughfares? 
The new' state Highw ay Construe-: 
tion Council Monday gave about 
6.200 miles of existing state roads 
that designation. It w as required I 
by law' to classify state roads, and 
it can spend its funds only on roads j 
it classifies as major thorough­ 
fares. 
Next year about 90 million dol­ 
lars 
will 
be 
spent 
on 
major 
thoroughfares. 
The 
Council 
ex­ 
pects to get about 43 million dollars 
from the ne// axle-mile tax on 
trucks and the recent penny-a-gal­ 
lon tax on gasoline. The rest will 
come as matching funds from the 
federal and local governments. 
The state highway department 
will submit a list of about IOO road 
projects to the council which will 
decide which projects should be 
started first. The list should be 
ready early next week. 
When thi council began consider­ 
ing classification, it started with 
the 1948 report on the Automotive 
Safety Foundation to the Ohio Pro­ 
gram Commission. Clingan Jack­ 
son, council chairman, once was 
chairman of the program commis­ 
sion. Other council members are 
Wilbur M. Cotton and Jesse E. Van 
Fossen. 
The 
foundation 
report 
reom- 
mended a major thoroughfare sys­ 
tem of 4,175 miles. The council’s 
classification 
statement 
explains 
how the system ended up with 
about 6,200 miles. 
The 
council 
included 
all 
the 
foundation’s mileage in its system, 
except U. S. 33 west of St. Marys 
Ohio 29 was submitted for that 
section of U. S. 33 because it car­ 
ries more traffic from St. Marys 
to the Indiana border. 
Samuel O. Linzeil, state highway 
director, 
had 
recommended 
the 
major thoroughfare system include 
8,000 miles. 
The council added to the founda­ 
tion’s mileage about IOO miles of 
roads feeding into the Ohio Turn­ 
pike, due to be finished late in 
1955. That had been recommended 
by Linzeil.

Editor's Note: One of the big­ 
gest and busiest of a1) the state 
agencies is the Ohio Industrial 
Commission. The following is the 
first of two articles on that bur­ 
eau.

State of Ohio operates one of the 
largest accident insurance 
busi­ 
nesses in the country. 
Every day, six days a week, it 
receives on the average of 1,200 
claims. The state’s accident insur- 
• ance setup, known as tne work­ 
men's compensation fund, pays out 
about 40 million dollars a year in 
benefits for everything from a fin­ 
ger cut at work to loss of life 
while on the job working for a 
participating company. 
The fund is administered by a 
three-man 
industrial 
commission 
appointed by the governor. Rich­ 
ard W. 
Morse is 
chan man, 
J. 
Maynard Dickerson vice chairman, 
^and W. T. Blake the third member. 
The fund covers iVz million work­ 
ers for 104,000 Ohio employers in­ 
cluding governmental units. 
Not 
covered are railroad and maritime 
workers. 
Some 167 Ohio companies have 
their own accident insurance set­ 
ups. They include the large steel 
and rubber companies, Ohio Bell 
Telephone Co., and most insurance 
companies Back in 1916, when the 
.state setup was but a few years

insurers.” 
The fund was set up after a com­ 
mission of five appointed by the 
then Gov. Judson Harmon found 80 
per cent of workmen .njured or 
killed at work in ’911 received no 
benefits.

ance of Thanksgiving Day is an 
accepted part of our American way 
of life. However, it took a cru­ 
sading woman editor 17 years to 
bring it about. 
Sarah Joseph a Hale, editor of 
the famous Godey’s Lady’s Book, 
believed th at all Americans should 
unite one day each year for the 
common expression of their g rati­ 
tude for God’s innumerable boun­ 
ties. 
Previously, there had been no 
such observance. 
Back in 1621, 
Gov. William Bradford called the 
Pilgrim s together for a day of 
thanks and feasting after their 
first year In the new world. 
More than 150 years later, Presi­ 
dent George W ashington issued a 
special Thanksgiving proclam ation. 
However, 
from 
th at 
tim e 
on, 
Thanksgiving was a hit-or-m iss 
affair, with states and communi­ 
ties celebrating when and if they 
chose.

THEN MHS. HALE took over. 
Quill pen in hand, she started a 
crusade to m ake America Thanks­ 
giving Day conscious. 
She wrote 
hundreds of articles for her m aga­ 
zine, and sent a stream of letters 
to men of influence ail over the 
country. 
L etters went to editors, 
statesm en, governors and presi­ 
dents. 
Always the theme was the 
sam e: 
The United States should 
have 
ail 
annual 
nation - wide 
Thanksgiving Day. 
Finally, her efforts succeeded. In 
1863, President Abraham Lincoln 
set aside by proclam ation the last 
Thursday in November for a na­ 
tional Thanksgiving Day. 
Since 
t h e n , 
with 
a 
few 
exceptions, 
Thanksgiving has been celebrated 
a t that time. 
Sarah Hale was one of the re­ 
m arkable women of our history. 
A t 34 she was a widow with five 
children to support. It was an era 
when “ladies" did not work in 
public places. Even teaching was 
not exactly proper.

AT FIRST, Mrs. Hale tried mil­ 
linery; then she turned to writing 
and Anally, to editing. 
Godey’s 
Lady’s Boo’: wTas one of the first 
m agazines devoted to the interests 
of women. 
Today we prize the quaint Godey 
fashion prints, but Sarah Hale’s 
Interests were much broader than 
the world of fashion. She was a

champion of “causes,” and made 
it her main purpose to broaden and 
improve the lives of women. 
In a day when higher education 
for women was frowned upon, she 
urged women to become teachers, 
doctors, nurses and missionaries.

A HOMEMAKER herself, she 
understood the drudgery of house­ 
work, and encouraged the inven­ 
tion of labor-saving devices like 
the sewing-machine and washtng- 
machine. 
She stressed the need 
for day nurseries for the children 
of working m others; public play­ 
grounds; 
home-ownership; 
fresh 
air; cleanliness, and even physical 
exercise for women. 
In this era 
of hoop skirts and poke bonnets, 
she 
actually 
recommended 
that 
women should be taught to swim! 
In addition to her many activi­ 
ties for the betterm ent of wom an­ 
hood, Mrs. Hale encouraged good 
literature in her magazine. Edgar 
Allen Poe was a frequent contribu­ 
tor to Godey’s. Mrs. Hale herself 
was a w riter of note, and author 
of a successful novel. 
The chil­ 
dren’s classic, Mary Bad a Little 
Lamb, is said to have been her 
work. 
Sarah Hale died in 1879, after a 
long life of useful service. 
On 
Thanksgiving Day we should re­ 
member with gratitude this cour­ 
ageous woman and her accomplish­ 
ments.

Dry Soil, Heat 
Are Blamed For 
Killing Plants 
Much of the difficulty home own­ 
ers have experienced with 
lawns I 
turning brown, flowers and roses j 
not blooming, shrub and tree leaves ! 
turning brown around the 
edges, 
possibly evergreens d y i n g this 
Summer was very often due to the 
extrem e heat and very dry soil. 
Even those who watered, unless 
they lefl the sprinklers in one spot 
for three or four hours, seldom did 
more than lay the dust on the sur­ 
face. 
There is no need of having the 
soil tested to find out what’s 
wrong. Victor II. Hies, extension 
specialist in floriculture at Ohio 
State University, recommends: 
“ Apply a complete commercial 
fertilizer, at the rate of two to four 
pounds per IOO square feet to every 
square foot of your yard within the 
next month. When and if the Fall 
rain conies, the roots will take the 
nutrients from this fertilizer until 
I the ground freezes. Fertilizing to a 
slight extent will enable the plants 
to recover from the effects of last 
Sum m er’s heat and drouth.” 
Those plants growing in s o i l s 
which had liberal quantities of or­ 
ganic matter incorporated before 
planting often show less ill effects. 
In the sam e way, those which were 
adequately fertilized last Spring in 
most cases withstood 
the 
drouth 
better than those which were not 
fertilized.

And what fills this 
prescription better than the old­ 
fashioned hack yard?

But also let 
the woodshed be the clubhouse 
for one of those secret societies 
which boys form because they al­ 
ready want to belong to som e­ 
thing bigger and more important 
than themselves. These are the 
birthplaces of patriotism. 
In a big backyard a child can 
learn most

needs, ard still run in to m ama's 
comforting arms if he gets hurt 
in a tumble or a squabble. Where 
else can a child better enjoy both 
freedom and safety? 
The sorrow of our growing cit­ 
ies is that we are crowding little 
box like homes closer together, 
and the yards are so small a kid 
can t open his stamp album in 
one without brushing it against 
the house next door. 
Maybe this is all sentimental­ 
ity But none of the kids I play­ 
ed with in the big. old-fashioned 
back yards of my youth ever went 
to reform school or wound up in 
prison.

Badgers Cop 
Offense Lead | 
In Big Ten 


CHICAGO UPV—Wisconsin, by the 
margin of only one yard, has re­ 
placed Illinois as the 
Big 
Ten’s 
No. I team on offense and the Illini 
also have been jolted out of a tie 
with Michigan State in top defen­ 
sive ratings. 
Illinois’ downfall in both depart­ 
ments stemmed from its 34-7 crush­ 
ing by Wisconsin last week. 
Official conference statistics to­ 
day showed the Badgers averag­ 
ing 359.2 yards per game, 249.2 by 
rushing and 110 by passing. 
Illinois’ total is 358.2, including 
289.4 on the ground that still is the 
best rushing mark. 
Wisconsin 
is 
second in rushing with 249.2 and has 
a 110 on passing to the Illini’s 68.8. 
The best aerial team is Indiana 
with an average of 143.6. 
Michigan State rates first on de­ 
fense, yielding to opponents only 
188.5 yards per game. 
Illinois’ J. C. Caroline, who has 
cinched the national rushing title 
with 1,158 yards in eight games 
and set a Big Ten record of 821 
in five league games, will shoot 
for two more conference 
marks 
against Northwestern Saturday. 
He is averaging 171 yards per 
game, compared to the record of 
167.3 Michigan’s Bill Daley in three 
1943 games. Caroline has carried 
127 times for an average of 25.4, 
compared to the 147 running at­ 
tempts in one season by Wiscon­ 
sin’s Alan Ameche in 1951.
